Mr.  Chainnan,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Report  for  I968. 

The  death  of  Mr.  WcH.  Purslow  in  March  I968  deprived  the  Public 
Health  Department  of  a  valued  and  respected  member  of  the  Staff.  After 
retiring  from  the  post  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  with  Atcham 
Rural  District  Council, ' which  he  held  for  many  years,  Mr.  Purslow  came 
to  North  Shropshire  Rural  District  as  a  part-time  Public  Health  Inspector 
giving  us  the  benefit  of  his  wide  experience  and  remarkable  memory  until 
his  final  illness. 

During  the  summer  the  widespread  epidemic  of  Foot  &  Mouth  disease 
eventually  came  to  an  end  after  the  worst  outbreak  on  record  in  this 
country.  Many  practical  difficulties  arose,  such  as  not  being  able  to  go 
on  to  fanns,  which  affected  the  routine  work  of  the  Department,  causing 
a  backlog  of  v/ork  in  some  areas  to  build  up. 

The  section  of  the  Report  dealing  with  Vital  Statistics  (Page  6) 
shov\rs  how  local  figures  compare  with  National  ones. 

Live  Births  were  29  fewer  than  in  I967  while  Deaths  from  all  causes 
totalled  418,  i.e.  49  more  than  the  previous  year.  of  all  deaths 

was  due  to  heart  disease  and  another  13?^  due  to  Cancer.  Attention  needs 
to  be  drawn  to  the  preventable  nature  of  some  chronic  diseases  and  to 
the  ways  in  which  the  public  no  less  than  the  medical  profession  can 
help  to  reduce  the  annxial  wastage  of  life  and  health.  The  knowledge 
that  cigarettes  cause  seven  times  as  many  deaths  every  year  as  do  road 
traffic  accidents  should  make  every  one  interested  in  public  health 
determined  to  succeed  in  finding  a  way  to  reduce  cigarette  smoking, 
especially  by  young  people.  Cancer  of  the  Lung  causes  an  increasing 
number  of  deaths  each  year  and  in  the  Country  as  a  whole  one  in  every 
thousand  males  is  now  dying  from  this  disease. 

Many  more  people  are  living  beyond  retirement  age,  not  because  the 
natural  span  of  human  life  has  been  significantly  altered  but  because  of 
a  reduction  in  infant  mortality  with  a  consequently  far  greater  number  of 
survivors  reaching  maturity.

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A  change  in  the  procedure  to  he  used  in  notifying  cases  of 
Communicable  Diseases  came  into  force  during  the  year  and  the  list  of 
diseases  to  be  notified  now  includes  some  which  have  not  previously  been 
reported,  e.g.  Infective  Hepatitis.  G-reat  advances  have  been  made  in 
the  control  of  infectious  diseases  in  man  but  new  problems  are  arising 
especially  in  the  control  of  food  borne  diseases.  The  importance  of 
intensive  live  stock  farming  in  the  causation  of  human  disease  is 
becoming  more  v/idely  recognised.  The  introduction  of  infected  animals 
into  the  abattoir  or  poultry  processing  plants  may  spread  infection  to 
other  carcases  and  so  result  in  human  cases.  Better  standards  of  animal 
husbandry,  of  food  manufacture  and  handling  and  a  strict  attention  to 
personal  hygiene  by  all  food  handlers  should  reduce  the  incidence  of 
food  poisoning  cases.  The  work  done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in 
visiting  food  premises  and  advising  on  food  hygiene;  in  carrying  out 
routine  sampling  and  in  follov/ing  up  cases  and  contacts  is  of  vital 
importance  in  safe-guarding  the  health  of  the  Community. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Lamberton,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  and  all  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
their  unfailing  help  throughout  the  year.  A  great  deal  of  work  is  done 
which  is  never  recorded  in  any  official  report  and  I  take  this  opportunity 

of  expressing  my  appreciation  to  the  Staff  and  to  my  Colleagues  in  other 
Departments.

The  commonest  causes  of  death  again  occurred  in  that  group  of  diseases 
affecting  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  especially  coronary  artery 
disease,  and  also  vascular  lesions  of  the  Central  Nervous  System.  This 
groups  accounts  ‘for  238  deaths  or  more  than  ^6%  of  the  total  deaths 
registe^red. 

The  next  highest  group  is  that  in  which  death  resulted  from  some  form 
of  Cancer,  i.e.  69  deaths  or  13%  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes. 

The  greatest  nirmber  of  deaths  from  a  single  cause  were  found  in  the 
age  groups  55  years  and  over  and  were  due  to  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease

There  were  two  deaths  in  males  aged  33-h-3  from  the  same  cause. 

Many  factors  are  known  to  have  a  significantly  harmful  effect  upon 
the  health  of  the  heart  muscle  and  its  blood  supply.  Lack  of  exercise, 
a  prolQnged  addiction  to  tobacco  and  faulty  eating  habits  which  lead  to 
obesity,  all  play  their  part. 

Currently,  a  great  deal  of  thought  is  being  given  to  the  best  use  of 
medical  resources  and  the  selection  of  medical  priorities.  In  terms  of 
money  and  medical  man-power  should  more  of  these  resources  be  spent  on 
sophisticated  methods  of  dealing  with  advanced  disease,  or  should  more 
be  used  in  research  to  prevent  disease?  The  public  must  be  helped  to  an 
understanding  of  its  role  in  the  prevention  of  disease. 

Again  I  have  to  record  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
Cancer' of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus; -

The  Registrar  G-eneral's  report  shows  that  the  death  rate  attributed 
to  Lung  Cancer  in  males  of  the  same  age  group  in  England  and  Wales 
increased  by  2,188  per  cent  in  the  period  between  1925  -  1964* 

The  connection  between  cigarette  smoking  and  Lung  Cancer  and  ether 
respiratory  diseases  has  been  proved  beyond  doubt,  a  fact  too  often 
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ignored.  Recent  publications  (Doll,  1967;  Raven  &  Roe,  I967)  stress 
that  Cancer  is  not  an  inevitable  fact  of  life  which  has  to  be  accepted 
fatalistically,  but  that,  in  many  instances  at  least,  Cancer  is 
potentially  preventable .

There  were  11  deaths  of  Infants  during  their  first  year  of  life; 
two  more  than  the  total  of  9  for  I967. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  Rural  District  vra.s  23  per  1,000  Live 
Births  and  for  England  and  Wales  18  per  1,000  Live  Births, 

The  main  causes  of  death  in  children  were  Congenital  anomalies  with 
most  of  the  10  children  affected  dying  within  the  first  feviT  weeks  of 
life;  and  the  effects  of  Birth  Injury  and  difficiilt  labour  which 
caused  the  deaths  of  k-  babies  in  their  first  4  weeks  of  life.

(c)  MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

In  1968  no  deaths  were  recorded  in  the  District  as  being  due  to  the 
complications  of  Pregnancy,  Childbirth  or  Abortion. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  show  that  from  April,  1968,  when 
the  Abortion  Act  of  1967  came  into  force,  and  up  to  the  end  of 
December  I968,  a  total  of  22,256  legal  abortions  were  carried  out.

Measles  vaccine,  now  available  to  children  at  risk  between  the 
ages  of  1  to  15  years,  gives  protection  during  the  most  susceptible 
period  of  a  child’ s  life  against  a  disease  which  though  not  often  fatal 
in  this  country,  does  result  in  a  great  deal  of  ill  health.  Each  year 
many  thousands  of  children  suffer  from  serious  complications,  such  as 
pneumonia,  bronchitis  and  middle  ear  disease,  and  many  hundreds  of 
children  suffer  from  the  tragic  consequences  of  encephalitis  following 
measles . 

Parents  may  now  have  their  children  protected  by  means  of  one 
injection  given  by  arrangement  with  the  family  Doctor  or  at  the  local 
Child  Health  Centre. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  IN  ANIMALS 


During  the  Spring  and  Summer  of  1968  the  widespread  epidemic  of 
Foot  &  Mouth  Disease  continued  unabated. 

Other  diseases  of  animals  only  occasionally  arouse  public  interest. 
Nevertheless  throi;igh  intensive  farming  methods  and  changes  in  our  eating 
habits  we  are  all  becoming  more  liable  to  contract  disease,  such  as 
Salmonellosis,  from  animals  and  poult ly. 

The  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food  reports  outbreaks  of  disease  in  animals.  During 
1968  twelve  such  outbreaks  occurred  in  the  District  and  in  three  of  these, 
gastro- intestinal  infection  occurred  in  6  humans  as  a  result  of  contact 
with  the  diseased  animal.

Vaccination  against  T/iThooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and 
Tuberculosis,  as  well  as  immunisation  against  Diphtherh  and  Tetanus  were 
carried  out  by  G-eneral  Practitioners,  and  by  Clinic  Doctors  working  in 
Local  Health  Authority  Clinics  and  Schools  in  the  area. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reports  annually  on  the  number 
of  children  receiving  primary  and  booster  doses  of  antigens  and  vaccines. 

Children  receive  3  injections  of  a  Triple  Antigen  containing 
Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Pertussis,  and  3  doses  of  Oral  Polio  vaccine  at 
intervals  during  their  first  year.  This  is  followed  by  vaccination 
against  Smallpox  during  the  second  year  and  booster  imiflunisation  at  the 
recommended  appropriate  intervals  thereafter. 

Measles  vaccine  v/as  introduced  in  the  County  in  May  I968  in 
anticipation  of  the  large  biennial  epidemic  due  in  the  winter  months  1968/69* 
Up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  there  is  evidence  to  show  a  great 
reduction  in  the  expected  number  of  measles  cases. 

VACCINATIOH  AGAHTST  TUBERCULOSIS,. _--__B_.C_.J1., 

School  children  in  the  age  group  12  to  14  years  are  offered 
vaccination  against  Tuberculosis.  B.C.G-.  vaccine  is  given  to  those  who 
prove  negative  to  a  preliminary  skin  test  -  the  Mantoux  Test;  positive 
reactors  are  fully  investigated  by  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  or  by  the 
Chest  Physician  where  necessary. 

lEIM^ITOR 

During  the  year  I96O,  the  County  Health  Department,  Shrewsbury, 
became  a  recognised  centre  for  the  administration  of  Yellow  Fever 
vaccine.  Sessions  are  normally  held  at  3*00  p.m.  on  the  first  and  third 
Mondays  in  the  month,  or  by  special  appointment  in  emergency.  A  charge  is 
made  for  this  service. 
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Mj-EMPLOYMBNT  &lEDIC^_EXAIvIINATIONS 

During  I968  five  examinations  of  candidates  for  employment  by  the 
Council  were  carried  out.

Handicapped  shool  leavers  were  referred  by  the  School  Medical 
Officers,  working  at  Schools  in  the  District,  for  appropriate  further 
training .

During  the  year  a  number  of  cases  were  referred  to  the. Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  investigation.  These  included  38  requests  concerned 
with  housing  and  other  environmental  circumstances  said' to  be  causing 
harm  to  health. 

The  folloy/ing  table  shows  the  sources  of  referral  and  the  need  for 
direct  action  to  be  taken  by  one  or  other  of  the  Statutory  Social  Welfare 
Organisations. 

It  should  be  noted  that  some  of  the  cases  were  referred  from  more 
than  one  source,  and  some  cases  required  help  from  more  than  one  service, 
e.g.  housing  and  medical  treatment.  In  only  seven  cases  was  no  action 
called  for  after  full  investigation  of  the  circumstances.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR 


ENDING  DECHCBER  51st  I968. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honoirr  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Environmental  Health  Services  of  the  North  Shropshire  Rirral 
District  for  the  year  I968, 

Althou^  there  is  still  room  for  improvement,  some  real 
progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

The  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  has  commenced  a  new  mains 
scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Whixall,  work  will  begin  soon  on  the 
sewering  of  the  Ash,  Pauls,  Hi^er  Heath,  Frees  Heath  and  Tilstock 
districts,  and  a  weekly  refuse  collection  has  been  provided  for 
the  villages  of  Baschurch,  Frees  and  Shawbury.  In  Whitchurch 
the  Newtown- Yardington  area  has  been  cleared  of  much  of  its 
substandard  property,  and  plans  for  redevelopment  have  been 
approved. 

From  information  obtained  during  housing  inspections  it 
seems  probable  that  many  three-bedroomed  houses  would  become 
available  for  occupation  by  families  if  more  old  peoples' 
dwellings  were  constructed.  The  percentage  of  retired  persons 
living  in  this  district  is  in  fact  higher  than  the  average 
percentage  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Department  suffered  a  severe  blow 
with  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Purslow,  the  retired  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  of  the  Atcham  Rural  District  Council,  who  had 
worked  part-time  for  some  years  for  both  the  former  Wem  Rural 
District  Council  and  this  Authority.  Mr.  Purslow 's  unrivalled 
experience  and  general  helpfulness  were  much  appreciated  and 
he  is  still  greatly  missed. 

Once  again  I  am  grateful  to  the  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  during  19^8,  and  would  like  to 
express  my  thanks  for  the  hard  work  put  in  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  staff.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Of  the  9»8'16  houses  in  the  North  Shropshire  Rural  District, 
approximately  2,600  are  still  supplied  with  water  from  Lores  or 
shallow  wells.  The  quality  of  water  from  the  latter  is  too  fre¬ 
quently  unsatisfactory;  out  of  76  water  samples  taken  from  T;ells 
diiring  the  year  only  18  proved  to  be  bacteriologically  pure. 

Work  on  a  new  mains  scheme  for  Whixall,  a  parish  which  has  al¬ 
ways  been  short  of  pure  water,  was  started  towards  the  end  of 

1968. 

The  remaining  two-thirds  of  the  area  is  supplied  with  mains 
Water  from  public  or  private  sources.  The  quality  has  varied  in 
the  past,  but  all  the  samples  taken  during  I968  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.

When  the  Whixall  scheme  has  been  completed,  Lee  Brockhurst 
will  be  the  only  parish  vdthout  any  kind  of  public  mains  water;

Pour  chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year;  one 
from  a  private  source  contained  an  excessive  amount  of 
potassium.  The  ovmer  was  advised  to  use  the  available  mains 
supply. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  pi umbo -solvency  in  any  of  the 
\7ater  supplies,  and  no  samples  showed  an  excess  of  fluoride. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  Council  ov/ns  a  public  swimming  bath  in  the  tovm  of 
V/hit church.  Although  rather  old,  it  is  well  maintained  and 
the  v/ater  generally  attains  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness. 
The  annual  attendances  were  42,188,  a  slight  drop  on  the 
figures  for  136'J , 


Two  privately-owned  open-air  swimming  pools  at  Frees 
Heath  and  Weston-under-Redcastle  are  open  to  the  public 
during  the  s-ummer  months. 

Samples  have  been  taken  from  them  and  from  the  swimming 
pools  at  Ellesmere  College  and  Fetton  School.

SEWERAGE 

The  Oxigest  Stabilization  Flant  installed  at  the 
Whitchurch  Sewage  Works  during  1967  is  functioning  satis¬ 
factorily.  It  is  the  first  of  its  type  to  be  constructed 
by  a  Local  Authority  in  this  country. 

At  Ellesmere  it  is  proposed  to  instal  a  small  sewage 
plant  in  place  of  the  old  works  at  Cambria  Avenue.  The 
major  part  of  the  toTm  is  adequately  sewered,

Wem  is  well  provided  with  sewers  with  the  exception  of 
the  Boulton  Road-  Church  Lane  area,  which  has  to  rely  on 
septic  tanks. 

The  new  sewerage  scheme  for  Ash,  Tilstock,  Frees  Heath, 
Higher  Heath  and  Fauls  will  he  commenced  in  19^9 >  and  it  is 
hoped  that  Ministerial  consent  will  soon  he  forthcoming  for 
the  sev;ering  of  the  south- vrestern  parishes. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty  (280)  sewerage  effluent  samples 
were  analysed  during  the  year.  One  hundred  and  thirty  eight 
(158)  proved  to  he  satisfactory,  while  one  hundred  and  forty 
two  (142)  v;ere  unsatisfactory. 

HOUSING 

During  I968  thirty  (50)  houses  were  erected  hy  the 
Council  and  another  sixty  seven  (67)  were  in  course  of 
erection.  One  hundred  and  forty  eight  (148)  houses  and 
bungalow  v/ere  huilt  hy  private  enterprise  and  eighty  four 
(84)  were  under  construction.

In  June  a  new  vehicle  was  purchased  and  the  collection 
in  the  Ellesmere  urban  area  was  taken  over  from  the  contractor. 
Weekly  collections  were  also  started  at  Baschurch,  Frees  and 
Shawbury,  the  largest  villages,  and  at  various  boarding  schools . 


At  IWiitchurch  refuse  tip  the  trees  were  cut  down  and  the 
stream  piped  up  to  the  eastern  boundary.  The  tips  at  Grinshill 
and  l'Iorthv.'o,od  were  closed.  A  large  number  of  abandoned  cars 
were  removed  to  the  refuse  tips  during  19685  the  derelict 
vehicle  problem  is  growing  and  proves  more  costly  each  year. 


RODENT  GOFTROL 

The  tv/o  full-time  and  one  part-time  operators  carry  out 
contract  work  at  farms -and  business  premises,  regularly  dis¬ 
infest  Council  sites  and  treat  private  properties  free. 


The  vrork  was  much  curtailed  by  the  foot  and  mouth  disease 
epidemic,  and  as  a  result  the  income  from  contract's  was  re¬ 
duced.  There  is  an  increased  demand  for  treatment  by  occupiers 
of  private  houses.

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

In  the  district  there  is  one  large  factory  abattoir, 
one  public  abattoir  and  two  small  private  slaughterhouses. 

Two  full-time  Meat  Inspectors  are  employed  and  100^ 
inspection  of  carcases  and  offal  is  carried  out.  Overtime 
on  Saturdays ,  and  occasionally  Sundays,  is  shared  between 
all  members  of  the  staff  who  are  qualified  to  inspect  meat. 

The  large  factory  abattoir  is  a  centre  for  casualties 
and  tuberculosis  reactors  from  a  large  part  of  Shropshire 
and  North  Wales,  which  accounts  for  the  relatively  large 
number  of  condemnations  in  the  following  table:

mJISAFCES 

A  total  of  eight  himdred  and  thirty  eight  (838)  visits 
were  made  by  members  -of  the  staff  to  nuisances  caused  by 
faulty  drainage,  housing  defects,  noise  and  the  spraying  of 
hen  manure.

salmonella  in  calves  5  these  necessitate  the  taking  of  samples 
from  human  contacts, 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1931 

At  the  end  of  I968  there  were  three  (3)  licensed  Pet 
Shops  in  the  district;  nine  (9)  visits  ?/ere  made,  and  the 
premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  on  each  occasion.

One  sample  of  Cake  llix  was  foiind  not  to  conform  to 
Article  4  (l)  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953.  The 
Labelling  of  Food  Order  I967,  which  comes  into  operation 
on  4th  January,  1971,  revokes  the  above  reauirements  of  the 
1955  Order  and  no  further  action  was  taken  in  this  case. 

One  sample  of  Sliced  White  Bread  was  found  to  contain 
soiled  dough.  A  warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  manufacturers. 


One  sample  of  Riviera  Salad  v/as  found  to  be  not  labelled 
in  accordance  i.ith  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  New  labels 
are  to  be  printed  for  this  commodity. 

Two  samples  of  Creamed  Mushrooms  were  found  to  have  in¬ 
sufficient  milk  fat  to  warrant  the  description  "Creamed" 
Mushrooms,  This  was  fo\md  to  be  old  stock  and  was  withdrawn. 

One  Meat  and  Potato  Pie  vjas  found  to  contain  a  fly  and 
tests  applisd  to  decide  iwhether  the  fly  had  been  heated  or 
not  were  inconclusive,  and  the  complainant  and  vendor  were 
informed  accordingly. 


In  addition  to  the  above; 


One  carton  of  Yoghourt  was  found  to  be  mouldy.  Legal 
proceedings  \?ere  instituted  against  the  manufacturers.  The 
defendants  were  find  £10  Os.  Od.  with  £11  10s,  Od,  costs. 

One  packet  of  Potato  Crisps  was  found  to  be  mouldy. 

This  was  due  to  faulty  rotation  of  stock,  and  the  offenders 
were  warned. 

One  Dundee  cake  was  found  to  contain  a  stone.  Legal 
proceedings  have  been  instituted  against  the  manufacturers.
